TWIN FALLS - The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Energy says it will cap a 
controversial injection well at the 
Idaho National Engineering Labora- 
.. toiy.. 

Abandoning the well "symbolizes 
the INEL's commitment to protect- 
ing Idaho's resources and to develop- 
ing new waste disposal techniques 
and processes," according to John 
Barry, assistant manager of environ- 
ment, safely and healm programs at 
INEL. 

"We've certainly been encouraging 
closing this well," said Norman 
Young, administrator with the De- 
partment of Water Resources. 

The Energy Department has sent 
the state Department. of Water Re- 
sources a notice of intent to abandon 
the injection well at the Idaho 
Chemical Processing Plant by the 
end of next year. 

Though environmental groups 
have used the well os. a rol^ng. 
point to criticize INEL operations, 
Barry maintains the waste ir\jected 
into the aquifer has never posed any 
health threat to the 200,000 people 
who depend on the aquifer for their 
drinking water. 

The well once injected about 1.5 
million gallons a day of waste water 
containing 'various radioactive con- 
stituenta" primarily tritium — 
into the Snake River Plain aquifer. 
The Energy Departments schedule 
calls for "complete abandonment' of 
the well by the end of next year. 
Barry said. 

The state, however, must approve 
the method of abandonment. Young 
Boid.

Maine senator voted 
in as majority leader

WASHINGTON — George Mitchell 
of Maine was elected Senate majority 
leader on Tbesday by Democrats 
seeking a forceful new spokesman 
during yet onother Republican rcim 
at the White House and he t^ckly 
promised Gcorn Bush his initiatives 
will be mot with "interest and enthu- 
siasm." 

Mitchell, e 65•yca^old former fed- 
eral judge, cosily defeated Sens. Ben- 
nett Johnston of Louisiana and 
Daniel Inouyc of Hawaii. Ho suc- 
"'eceds Tlobcrl C. Byrd of West Vir- 
ginia, who steppea aside after 12 
vears as the ^nato's Democratic 
leader. 

Asked if he would cooperate with 
Bush, Mitchell uid he plans to moot 
soon with the president-elect and 
'We hope to move forward on a brosd 
range of issues," including the federal 
deficit, health care, day and the 
environment. 

Mitchell otso planned to meet 
Wednesday with Sen. Bob Dole of 
Kansas, ro-ciceted by Republicans to 
a third term as their loader earlier 
Tbesday. 

Mitchell received -congratulatory 
calls from Bush' and Vice President- 
elect Dan Qusylc, as well as I^ii- 
dent Reagan. ' 

'The Democrats await with inU^ 
esl and enthusiasm the proposals of 
the next administration," Mitchell 
said. 

Mitchell, who was just elected to 
his second term in the &nate, has a 
liberal voting record, but promised 
'to work with all the Democrats in 
- developing a broad agenda.*. 

Wihin minutes of his election, 
Mitchell emerged from the party cau- 
cus in the historic old Senate cham- 
ber of the Copilol to meet with re- 
porters. Quickly turning aside sug- 
gestions he would be 0 partisan fight- 
er. he said. 'We hope to cooperate 
with the new administration to deal 
with the serious problems and impor- 
tant challenges facing our nation.' 

Mitchell fell only one vote short of 
winning the Democratic leadership 
post on the first ballot, picking up 27 
vote*. InouvT and Johnston lied for 
second at 14 votes each and quickly 
agreed lo pvc Mitchell a unanimous 
victory

POCATELLO (AP) — ForecaBtcre predict 
it will take 150 percent of normal snowpack 
this winter to Till drained reservoirs ond end 
.Idaho’s two-year drought, but early signs 
arc reassuring. 

As of Tuesday, statewide snow accumula- 
tions were 180 percent of normal and piling 
up fast. 

According to SNOTEL. an electronic snow 
telemetry system operated by the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service, all major drainages in 


the state have seen above-normal snowfall. 

■‘ThcM percentages look quite good, but 
that docs not mean we arc totally out of the 
drought picture; it's still early in the sea- 
son," said Jerry Beard, Soil Conservation 
Service snow survey supervisor. 

He said it will take three or four months of 
comparable snowfall to end the drought and 
provide sufOcient runo^ next year to-replcn- 


ish the state's depleted watei^stornge sys- 
tem. 

The heaviest snowpack is in southern Ida- 
ho. Itns 264 percent of normal^ the lower 
Snake River Basin, 229 percent of normal in 
the Willow. Creck-Blnckfool-Portncur River 
drainages, and 199 percent of normal in the 
upper Snake River Bosin. 

The Henry’s Fork drainage has 196 per- 
cent, the Big Wood-Little Wood River and 


Big Lost-LitW Lost River basins 206 per- 
cent, the WeiMr-Payotto River hasin 19/ per- 
cent and the B^si^^yocjii^in 184 percent of 
normal. ' x. 

The lowest snowps^accumulmon in thc_ 
southern part of the rtaUrisMn the extreme 
southeastern comer. The Great Basin 
drainage has 124 percent of its normal snow. 

Snow levels also are slightly lower, but 
still above normal, in the state's northern 


drainages. The Upper Columbia River basin 
has 122 percent of normol snowpack, tho 
Clearwater River basin 139 percent and tho 
Salmon River basin 166 percent. 

Besides boing plentiful. Beard said 
November’s snow tUso has been wet Tho 
snow's moisture content has been 18 to 20 
percent, compared to a normal of 16 to 18 
percent. 

"It's a fairly dense snow," Beard said. 
".More salhan we normally sec."

Some farmers spurn federal subsidies

MOSCOW (AP) - Rising grain 
prices coupled with stricter soil con- 
servation requirements have 
prompted same farmers U) spurn 
their oncc-vilal federal subsidy pay- 
ments, n U.S. Senate agricultural 
aide told members of the Idaho 
Farm Bureau Tuesday. 

Jane Whitmyer, farm aide for Son. 
James McClure, R-Idaho. said par- 
ticipants in the government’s farm 
program should brace themselves 
for additional rcgulatioas designed 
to restrict croton on fields, which 
contributes to woter quality prob- 
lems. 

"If you think you’re strapped now 
by soil conservation requirements, it 
could get worse," M.s. Whitmyer told 


participants at the Idaho Farm Bu- 
reau Federation's 49th annual meet- 
ing. It continues through Thursday 
with about 2S0 delegates attending. 

The demands made on farmers 
who enroll in the government's crop 
price subsidy programs arc "a has- 
sle. no doubt about it," said Ms. 
Whitmyer. "Somo of the require- 
ments arc very expensive. If you're 
told you have to put in terracc.s and 
grass waterways ond reserviors to 
stop sedimentation from Icoving 
your farm, it may not be worthwhile 
financially." 

Some Idaho farmers who stayed 
afloat financially with government 
subsidy jmyments during times of 


depressed crop prices- now arc for- 
saking federal payment programs 
because of the problems, she said. 

"I've talked with farmers all over 
the state and they're just saying, 
‘We aren't going to do this,' " she 
.said. They’re just going to go out 
and plant. We already know it's hap- 
pening in Idaho and if prices keep 
rising or even if they hold steady I 


expect to sec more of it happening." 

Speculation that tho Form 
Bill will be considered by Congress 
next year, is unfounded, said Ms. 
Whitmyer. Rumors of early debate 
on the huge ag bill have sprouted be- 
cause a majority of the members of 
the Senate Agriculture Committee 
arc up for re-election in 1990 and 
don't want to deal with such a con- 
troversial issue in an election year.

. The United States has enough tritium in its 
^,000 nuclcor warheads to sustain a force of 
about 6,000 warheads for longer than 20 
years. A recent Brookings lastitution study 
concludes that a strategic force of this size 
on each side would meet the most demand- 
ing deterrent requirements. Others believe, 
as I do, that superpower arsenals of 1,000 nu- 
ctcor weapons apiece would provide an ef- 
fective deterrent; the United States now has 
enough tritium to 'supply this number of war-

WASHINGTON - Do you speak 
BushAlk yet? 

Given iA brief period of develop- 
ment, BushAlk is an unusually wcll- 
dovetoped WashingAn Anguc, wi A 
its own rapidly growing vocabulary: 
'raandaA,* "wimp," 'furlough,” Tib- 
cral" and so on. 

Every presidency genoraAs a spe- 
cial language — so do many individ- 
ual issues if they are debated long 
enough. What is suggestive about 
Bostolk at this honeymoon sAge of 
the process is that, virtually without 
exception, Ac Arms that have stuck 
which have h ad a po litical _ ■ 
effect-— are negative ternw, a re- 
flection not only of the manner in 
which George Bush gained the presi- 
dency but also of the sAA of politi- 
cal dcbaA. 

These Arms are Ac "keywords" of 
American politics, Ac biU of lan- 
guage — political sound biAs, if you 
like — that are quick summaries of 
our politics at any given time.

One of 
JFK's keywords came A be "vigor";

Just now, forcxample, we've been 
Arough a wave of rhcAric employed 
by DcmocraA and liberal coIumnisA 
A atAck Bush after his victory, and 
cvcniaAcPccasional news report 
describing the nascent administra- 
tion.

Deaver were the executive branch in 
Aosc yeors, while Reagan read 
scripA — reportedly even in privotc 
meetings — and signed on whaAver 
dotted lines he was givciu 
The implicotion of this parollcl 
was obvious: Bush may Iw incompe- 
tent as well as a eunuch, in need of 
practical political brains — in other 
people’s heads — A get him through 
the wo rkday.' In facL it became ' 
more than mere implication. During

beside the point. As a result, wc arc

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FAA wants additional warning unit 

WASHINGTON (AP) •— The Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministnition told the airlines Tuesday it wants on ad- 
ditional warning device in the cockpits of all U.S. 
commercial jetliners to tell pilots whether the critical 
takcofTolann system is woridng. ' 

The proposed directive, which is expected to go into 
cfTcct early next year and give airlines another year 
to comply, would oHcct about 3,700 large commercial 
jets, according to thc FAA. 

Commercial jetliners have alarm systems that ore 
supposed to worn pilots if the plane's critical control 
devices such as wing flaps arc not in the proper posi- 
tion for a takcofl’. 

But in at least two recent crashes it is suspected 
that the alarms failed to sound because of a malfunc- 
tion. A spot check earlier this year of Boeing 727 air- 
craft showed 35 cases in which the alarms cither 
failed or did not operate properly, according to the 
FAA. 

The FAA said in a proposed order Tuesday that it 
' wants the airlines to install in cockpits of all large 
commercial jets an additional warning light that 
would go on if power has been disrupted for some rea- 
son to the takeoff warning system.

Nuclear production faces new delay 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The only U.S. plant which 
makes a critical ramponcnl of nuclear wcapocu won't 
be able to resume production until at least next 
spring or summer because of persistent safety eoo- 
cems. Energy Secretary John S. Herrington said 
Tuesday. 

Just last month. Energy Department ofTicials said 
their Savormah River Plant, near Aiken, S. C., would 
begin a phased restart of its K reactor in December, 
and that it could resume production of tritium in Jan- 
uary. None of the three reactors at Savannah River 
has produced weapons material since last April. 


Nation's economy keeps going 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The na- 
tion's economy shrugged- Gfl* the - 
summer-drought and grew at a re- 
spectable 2.6 petcent annual rate in. 
the July-Scptombcr period, but infla- 
tion picked up, the government said 
Tuesday. 

The Commcrco Department said 
the performance of the gross nation- 
al product, the broadest measure of 
economic health, slowed in the third 
quarter after growing at an annual 
rate of 3.0 percent in the second 
quarter and 3.4 percent in the flrst 
three months of the year. 

It was the slowest pace since the 
fourth quarter of IW, when 'the 
economy grew at a sluggish 1.4 per- 
cent rate. 

However, the department said the 
picture was distorted by the summer 
draught that hit much of the nation. 
Without the drought, growth would 
have been 3.9 percent in the second 
quarter and 3.2 percent in the third 
quarter. 

So far, a liulc less than half of the > 
S12.S billion in drought losses have 
bccnaccountcd for in the GNP. They 
arc likely to shave as much as 1.2 
percent off the fourth quarter aver- 
— flge. ^ 

But higher prices accompanied the 
growth. The government said a price 
index tied to the GNP, which is ad- 
justed to exclude the cfTccts of

Meat inspection system breaks down 

DBS MOINES. Iowa (AP) — The system set up by the government to 
assure that meat produced in the United States is free of dangerous 
chemicals has broken down. U.S. Department of Agriculture investiga- 
tors reported. 

The results of an investigation by the USDA Office of Inspector Gerv- 
eral were contained in a report circulated among USDA officials. The 
findings were reported Tuesday by the Dcs Moines Register. 

The report said testing at meat plants was rut doru rarulomly, allow- 
ing violators to avoid detection. When chemical contamination was 
found, action was seldom taken to prevent sale of the tainted meat, the 
report said. 

Federal officials were unable in most cases to trace animals with il- 
legal chemical or pesticide residues to producers ond seldom look fol- 
low-up samples to determine if the violations were continuing, the re- 
port said. 

The report said 'some adulterated products wore allowed to enter 
commerce.* 

Because the department did not consult the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency on what residue levels are aafe, there is no assurance pes- 
ticides are being monitored 'at levels necessary to protect the public 
health," the report said.

Evidence ruling gives police leeway 
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Kni^Riddcr Service 

. WASHINGTON When police of- 
ficers lose or destroy evidence that 
could help clear a'^rriminal dofeo- 
daiX, they do not violate the defen- 
dant's constitutional ri^ta unless 
they acted in "had faith," the 
Supreme Court ruled Tuesday. 

The ruling, announced by Cldef 
Justice William H. Rehnquist, <yas 
the latest in a recent aeries of high 
court decisions providing greater 
constitutional leeway for tho mia- 
takes of law enforcement officers 
and prosocutora. 

Three dissenting justices >— Harry 
W. Blackmun, William J. Brennan 
Jr. and Thurgood Ma.'>hall, the 
court's oldest and moat liberal room- 
bora — attacked Tuesday's ruling as 
a "radical step’ that would "provide 
fewer protections for criminal defen- 
dants." 

But Rehnquist declared the court 
majority was unwilling to impose on 
the police an absolute duty "to pre- 
serve all materia) that might be of 
conceivable evidentiary aigrdficance 
in a particular prosecution. 


*We think that requiring a dofon- 
fbitit to show bad faith on the part of 
the police limits the extent of tho po- 
lice’s obligation to preserve evidence 
to ... those cases in which the poUce 
thcrhsclvos by their conduct in^catc 
that the evidence could form a basis 
for exonerating the defendant.’ 

That means that a defendant can 
win a dismissal only by proving that, 
at the time evidence was lost or de- 
^yed, the police knew it would 
help clear the accused. 

Tuesday’s ruling reversed the 
judgment of an Arizona appeals 
court, which concluded in a brutal 
sexual assault case that the police 
violate a defendant's right to a fair 
• trial when they "pchnit the destruc- 
tion of evidence that could eliminate 
the defendant as the perpetrator." 

' Tto Stqiromo Coiut’s ruling rein- 
stated the conviction in Tucson, 
Arit., of Lorry Youngblood for the 
kidnapping, molestation and sexual 
assault of a 10-year-old boy in 1963. 

Expert testimony at Youngblood's 
trial showed that the police had 
failed to refrigerate tho boy's semen- 
stained clothing or to make testa ca- 


pable of showing whothor tho somcn 
came from Youngblood. 

Those failures wore not concealed 
from the defense and "can at worst 
be described as negligent,' Rehn- 
quist wrote^ ' Moreover, this police 
have no constitutional duty to per- 
form any particular testa, althou^ a 
defense attorney may tell the jury 
about such omissiona, Rehnquist not- 
ed.

Farm Credit Services works to assess troubled loans

TWIN FALLS - While the Fann- 
ers Home Administration and its 
borrowers arc just bc^nning the 
process of assessing troubled loans 
and hashing out woritable restructur- 
ing plans, the Farm Credit System 
and its customers arc about two- 
thirds finished with a similar pro- 


'We're trying to give everyone the 
best shot we can and its not an easy 
job," said Jack Hetherington, Farm 
Credit Services reponal lending 
manager in Twin Falls. '• 

Still, he is optiniistic about the fu- 
ture of the farmer-owned lending in- 
stitution and its borrowers. Out-of 
more than 2,000 loans issued by the 
Twin Falls and Burley offices, less 


than 10 percent have required the re- 
structurings analysis mandated by 
the federal Agricidturc Credit Act of 
1967. 

During the agricultural depression 
of the early 1960s, "we suffered right 
along with the farmers,' Hethering- 
ton 8aid.,"Now we're getting back on 
our feet." 

He and John Schnoor. the rcponal 
manager in charge of non-perform- 


ing loans, took issue with recent crit- 
icism by membora of the Idaho Ru- 
ral Council that Farm Credit has do- 
sorted its borrowers and isn't re- 
structuring many of its distressed 
loans. 

Schnoor said the local district has 
1^2 performing loans out of the 
Twin Falls office and 848 out of Bur- 
ley.

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Peer counseling program to begin in Twin Falls schools

TWIN FALLS — Kids talking to kids about 
their problems is the basis for a peer coun- 
seling program being started in Twin Falls 
schools. 

'Natural Helpers' is the latest phase of 
Project Impact, the program that seeks to 
identiry and help kids who abuse drugs or al- 
cohol. It was outlined Monday night at the 
Impact program's advisory council meeting, 
amid a barrage of thank-you's to the com- 
munity for financial and moral support for 
Project Impact. 

"This community is ready for this," said 
Marcia Lanting, substance abuse coordina- 
tor for Twin Falls schools. "They are ready 
and willing and want to help.. 


The conftaunity had alnmdy hclpe^ wth 
the • Natural Hdpefs program ~ almost' 
$5,000 worth. Through their Adopt a School 
Program, 'the Kiwanis Club of Twin Falls 
has donated the $2,400 needed to cover ex- 
penses for the pro^am at Robert Stuart Ju- 
nior High while the year's expenses for 
O'Leary Junior High's program will be cov- 
ered by donations from the Twin Falls Police 
Benefit Association and the Florence Gard- 
ner Charitable Trust Fund.

22, are charged with second-degree 
murder in the slaying of Utah Cor- 
rections Lt. Fred House. 

House was struck by a bullet as he 
tried to direct attack dogs toward 
Adam and Jonathan Swapp. Prose- 
cutors contend Singer fired the fatal 
bullet during a shootout with police 
than ended a siege begun after a 
nearby Mormon chapel was bombed 
Jan. 16. 

The throe, along with clan matri- 
arch Vickie Singer, already have 
been convicted on federal charges 
stemming from the bombing.

Firms settle 
WPPSS case 
out of court 

TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) - Two engi- 
nccring firms that designed two 
abandoned Washington Bublic Pow- 
er Supply System nuclear power 
plants have agreed to a $25 million 
cash settlement to get themselves 
out of the WPPSS securities fraud 
trial: 

Juniu.s Hoffman, a court-appoint- 
ed settlement master in the case, an- 
nounced the settlement Monday os 
the trial resumed in U.S. District 
Court here, 

United Engineers L Constructors 
Inc. and Ebasco Services Inc. 
agreed to poy former WPPSS bond- 
buyers $14.8 million and $7.2 million, 
respectively, to bond bu)t;rs who 
bought into WPPSS' proposal in the 
late 1970s to build two nuclear power 
plants in Washington. 

New York-based Ebasco also will 
pay up to $3 million in cash if the 
plaintiffs recover les.s than that in 
disputed claims against Ebaseo’s in- 
surance carriers. In addition, Ebns- 
CO agreed to surrender part of at 
least SO million in disputed iasur- 
once claims that the company may 
recover. 

A class 24,000 plaintifTs sued 
more than 100 original defendants 
afVec. WPPSS defaulted in 1963 on 
$2.2$ billion in municipal bonds sold 
to build the plants. The plaintiffs 
claim WPPSS, 88 public utility dis- 
tricts, and others conspired to lie 
and hide information that might 
have discouraged investors. 

Judge William Browning signed 
an order severing United Engineers 
and Ebasco from the suit, leaving 
Blyth Eastman Paine Webber Inc., 
the securities firm that acted as fi- 
nancial advisor to WPPSS, as the 
only remaining defendant in the

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County compound. He also rejected 
a defense request to exclude jurors 
on the basis of their belief in person- 
al revelation and whether a. person 
could receive a revelation to break a 
civil law. 

"I don't believe in revelation per- 
sonally," Murphy said.

Several years oro, I got confused about 
who was taking wtut to a holiday dinner and 
made pumpkin pie when it was not my turn. 
There it sat, warm and tantalizing— so we 
ate it for breakfast ' 

It made good sense to mo. A warm pic on 
an empty stomach tastes bettor than it will 
ever taste again. We use total calorics better 
when we spread them over the day/rafter 
than eating all of them at a single maal, so ' 


eating dessert cariy in the day rather than 
after a huge meal is a plus. And there is a 
certain nau^ty satisfaction about starting a 
holiday with dessert for breakfast 

I do not recommend "pie for breakfast" on a 
daily basis. And this treat docs not ai^ly to 
ail l^ds of pic. Many, like lemon mcrii^o, 
arc primarily sugar and offer no nutritional 
value. But pum^n pic is special — 'and this 
is a special occasion. 

When pumpkin pic is made with all the 
ri^t stufl*, it IB goM, solid, four>food*groups 
fc^ eggs (high protein group), milk (dairy

(fruit and vegetable group).' 

Because tius is a custard*hpc pie, it is 
high in protein, caldum andB vitamins. 

But do not get too excited too qdcUy This is 
no low-calorie treat A wedge of traditiona] 
homemade pumpkin pie has about 300 calorics. 

Some barely noticc^lc changes, however, 
can make the pic more nutrient-dense (more 
nutrients per caloric) and lower in fat, with- 
out significantly changing the taste.

Witi^care, holiday plants 
can be enjoyed longer 


Poinsettias and other holiday 
plants begin appearing in stores in 
the latter part of November. With 
proper care they can be eiyoycd until 
Christmas and sometimes several 
weeks beyond. 

Poinseltias are available in many 
dinbrent sizes and colors. Four*inch 
mini-plants may be suitable for a 
child or to decorate a small comer. 
Very large plants and hanging bas- 
kets are sometimes available from 
florists, nurseries and greenhouses. 
In addition to the traditional red 
flowers, white poinsettias arc becom- 
ing quite popular. Pink flowers arc 
also availobic. 

Azaleas arc another popular flow- 
ering plant for Christmas. You will 
also find other flowering plants at 
the florist shop. 

Green foliage plants can also make 
nice Christmas plonts if tied with a

large red bow or dccoroted with 
Christinas ornaments. The Star Pine 
can be used as a miniature Christ- 
mas tree. It will continue to live and 
give enjoyment long after the Christ- 
mas decorations arc removed. 

\^cn you purchase plants for your 
own home or os gifb during this 
Christmas scoson, be careful to pro- - 
tect them from cold damage. If ex- 
posed to sub-freezing temperatures 
for more than a few minutes, icoves 
may be damaged or flowers may foil 
V^. The colder the temperature, the 
Sorter the time necessary to damage 


them. You may want to warm up the 
car before bringing plants out if it 
has b«n parked for a long time. A 
bag or box can give temporary insula- 
. tion while carrying plants from store 
to car. 

Flowering plants will last longer if 
placed where they can receive some 
direct or indirect light from a win- 
dow. Fertilizer will often increase the 
life of flowering plants and keep 
leaves from turning light green or 
yellow. They should bo watered when 
the top of the soil becomes dry to the 
touch. Enough water should be ap- 
plied so that a little runs out the bot- 
tom of the pot.

Whoever thought the lime would 
come when folks living in blu.story 
northern climates would have hibis- 
cus among their choices of plants to 
decorate the house for the holidays? 
Thanks to the wizardry of breeders, 
that day has arrived. A now typo of 
hibiscus has entered the market that 
can fit in a 6-inch pot, with a perfor- 
mance during the winter indoors that 
is no loss spectiicular than it is out- 
doors in the summer. 

Most people are familiar with the 
hibiscus as a rc.sult of having seen it 
pictured worn behind the ear ofThhi- 
tian maidens in Paul Gouguin's 
paintings. Or they've encountered it 
if thcv'vc risited Southern California, 
Florida or the Caribbean islands, 
where the plant grows ns u tall 
shrub. Its rich, glossy foliage and col- 
orful, sauc'er-like blossoms arouse n 
sense of wonder iit first sight. 

That spv<cies of hibiscus, the Rosa 
sinensis or Chinese hibiscus, Is a tropi- 
cal one. It has a hardy cousin that’s just 
. as well-rix'ognized, having been a sta- 
ple in yards of generations past, Hihis- 
“ cus syriacus, or Shrub Althea, other- 
wise known ns Rose of Sharon. 

The flowers of Isith tropical and 
hardy species k-nr a striking rcsem- 
hlanee to the blo.ssoms of hollyhocks, 
^ but they are nut related to them. In 


the greater context, the genus Hibi.s- 
cus belongs to the mallow family, a 
group that comprises 200 spccie.s of 
herbs, shrub.s and trees, among them 
okra, cotton and rose mallow. 

Not until recently, though, was the 
Chine.se hibiscus cut down to .size. Yo- 
der Brothers, .sensing a market for 
such a plant, began to develop a pot- 
ted version that would be over-bloom- 
ing as well as suited to table-top dis- 
play. The company, based in Barber- 
ton, Ohio, had already built a reputa- 
tion ns a grower of chryHanthemum.s 
and other flowering plants produced 
from cuttings (ns opposed to seeds), 
in addition to potted azaleas nnd fo- 
liage plants. 

Starting with the available larger 
landscape varieties, Yoder scientists 
chose 160 typos that they believed 
would best be able to undergo a 
shrinking while retaining their 
perennial blooms, lb cflcct the trnn.s- 
formation, they used certain special- 
ized growing techniques in combina- 
tion with chemicals that restrict, 
stimulate or otherwise modify the 
way a plant develops. 

The Yoder Homesenper line cur- 
rently has 11 varieties, the flower col- 
ors r.inging from varying shades of 
pink to white with a red eye to or- 
ange nnd even yellow. Four in the col- 
lection — Vistii. Liva, Umnm Mist 
and Tropic Sun — are Yoder's own 


creations, wid the rights to propagate i, 
them are protected hy pending U.S. 
Plant Patents, 

Hibiscus flowers characteristically 
last one day, or two days at the most, 
However, no sooner doe.s one blossom 
fade and drop olT than another 
emerges to take its place. The Yoder 
breeders say that given the gene 
pool, the potential is practically lim- 
itles.s for developing strains that boar 
more flowers that arc larger, more 
unusually shaped uiid in a greater 
orray of colors, The prospects for pro- 
ducing more intcn\sting foliage are 
good. ton. 

Hibiscus needs to be watered every 
three or four dny.s. If they dry out, 
the lower leaves will turn yellow and 
fall off and buds will drop without 
ever opening. Watering should be 
thorough, until the woter rUns out of 
the pot's drainage holes. But don't let 
hibiscus sit in the water that collects 
in the saucer — siphon it off with n 
meat l»stcr Otherwise, the soluble 
salts in the water will l)o reabsorbed 
by the plant, biiniing the little hnir- 
likc roots that supply the plant with 
nourishment nnd tnoislurv, 

In time, your hibiscus may get 
larger. If that happens, simply move 
it to a bigger pot. Sou can prune it to 
keep it contained. The plant will re- 
spond by putting nut new shoots from 
Iwlow.

New Zealand company, and the other 
four arc ^ing used in that country. 

Holden said the process allows 12 
people to do the work of 40, predict- 
ing that it will make the pads more 
affordable in the long run. 

"Wc have the capacity to ship out 
20,000 to 30,000 a year," Holden 
saii Current production is 3,000 
pads a year with sales in every state 
of the nation. 

But Holden said SnugFleece in- 
tends to construct another plant in 
Wisconsin or Minnesota in two years 
to enhance distribution and enable 
the company to better penetrate the 
Canadian market

West won and re- 
turned a diamond, which East 
_ruffcd_cautlou sly wit h his Jack of 
trumps.. Happy about ttiis turn of 
events. South Jettisoned his losing 
spade. When Blast’s spade ace wasi 
ruffed, South claimed the rest and 
the discussion started. 

‘‘Why didn't you cash your spade 
ace before getting your diamond 
ruff?’ asked an Incredulous West.
